Thousands of seedling vegetable 
and flower plants a re grown suc­ 
cessfully each spring in sm all b xes 
of soil placed in south or east 
windows. 
They are a reliable aid 
to good gardening if properly han­ 
dled. 
The preparation of the seed box 
is a sim ple task but oho th at needs 
care to be reasonably certain of 
bringing the seedlings to planting 
size. 
In a tightly built box it is advis­ 
able to bore holes in the bottom 
to assist quick drainage. 
By co\- 
ering the holes with pieces of brok­ 
en pottery, the soil is prevented 
from leaking through. 
If a box is 
loosely put together, with cracks 
between its boards, the drainage 
holes m a y be omitted. 
F o r the finer seeds it is an excel­ 
lent plan to cu t b u rlap to fit the 
box and lay it over the coarse d rain ­ 
age and then place the soil upon it 
-so that the box m a y be w atered by 
.setting it in a pan of w ater and 
there will be no d an g er of w ashing 
the tiny seeds or seedlings. F irm 
the soil and sow the seed thinly in 
rows. 
This is b etter than sowing 
b ro adcast as it will be appreciated 
when it comes to transplanting. 
Thin sowing is economy. 
Q uanti­ 
ties of seed are w asted by too thick 
planting. 
The liny plants crowd 
each other and none of them has a 
fair chance when they com e up 
thick 
as 
fur. 
This 
necessitates 
early transplanting before tho seed­ 
lings 
a re 
strong 
enough 
to 
be 
handled. 
Cover the seed boxes with a dam p 
cloth or piece of p ap er until g erm i­ 
nation starts, then place a pane of 
glass over the top. 
R em ove the 
p aper or cloth as soon zz the first 
tiny sprouts break the soil. 
Wipe 
off the covering glass when w ater 
collects 
on it from 
evaporation. 
This will prevent m oisture from 
dripping. 
During the day prop up one edge 
of the covering glass for ventila­ 
tion.
